SISTERS OF CHRISTIAN CHARITY 


HE Community of the Sisters of Christian Charity, (surnamed “Daughters of 

the Blessed Virgin Mary of the Immaculate Conception” by Pope Pius IX) 

was founded August 21, 1849, at Paderborn, Westphalia, by a German noble- 

woman, Pauline von Mallinckrodt (born June 3, 1817; died April 30, 1881). 

After years of self-sacrificing labor in the cause of religion and charity, this 

exemplary woman was prevailed upon by the ecclesiastical authorities to 

have her noble work propagated by the foundation of a religious community, 

whose principal activity should be the Christian education of youth, though 

not excluding any of the other works of Christian charity. The institute re- 

ceived the approbation of the Holy See at a remarkably early period, and soon attained 

great success throughout Germany. Repeated requests were received from other coun- 

tries for the Community to make new foundations, and, in 1874, a number of the Sis- 

ters went to South America where they now have flourishing schools and charitable 

institutions. Others had come to the United Sta in 1873, and in 1874 a provincial 

Mother-House, Novitiate and Norma) School was established in Wilkes- B arre, Pa. Nu- 

merous candidates sought admission into the Lommunity so that it “ad rapidly, es- 

pecially in the eastern section of the United Btates, where it unfolded its activity chief- 

ly in parochial schools. At present the ( ommignits the North American Province has 

houses in seven Archdioceses and eight Diod®ses, with 797 Sisters, 34 Novices, and 28 

Candidates, conducting 5 academies, 50 paroch§al schools, and 1 orphanage. The total 

membership in the three provinces, the European, the North and South American, is 
1,900.

An academic department, comprising 
the four years ot high school fully accredited to all the leading accrediting agencies, 
is maintained for candidates who have not previously complete d their high school educa- 
tion. In addition to this a junior college, incorporated as “Mallinckrodt College” and 
recognized by the Department of Public Instruction, is maintained at the Mother-House 
for the higher education of the Sisters as a tthe preparation for their sublime calling 
—the education of youth “for God and for the country” —— Mother Hyacinth.
